To the School Board and the Citizens of 


Stratham, N. H.:— 


It gives me pleasure to submit to you my second re- 
port as superintendent of the Stratham schools. A 
statistical table showing some facts in regard to atten- 
dance, etc. for each school, together with a list of the 
pupils who had, last year, a perfect attendance record, 
accompanies this report. I hope these tables will en- 
gage the attention of every parent in the district. 


Half of the teaching force of last year remained for 
the present year, thus giving their schools the great 
advantage of a knowledge of pupils and parents. Better 
work would result if every good teacher could be re- 
tained more than one year. Since parents and neigh- 
bors can do so much to interest and hold teachers in 
the town, I take this occasion to urge that they do all 
within their power to secure this benefit for the schools. 
I wish I might report complete and unqualified success 
in all our schools, for last year as well as this year. 
However, some failures accompany the _ successes. 
Almost without exception, the latter have been due to 
lack of experience in trying situations, while the former 
have come from experience and training as well as the 
exercise of native common sense. The teachers have 
recognized the necessity of teaching and drilling the 
fundamental subjects, but at the same time, have tried 
to build up a school spirit by devoting a legitimate a- 
mount of time to affairs thought by some to be less 
essential. For instance, singing has been more a part of 
the daily program this year than last. Since all our 
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teachers could teach music to some degree, it seemed 
wise to recommend that we have no supervisor of music 
for the present year, but rather depend on our teachers 
for training in music. Broadly speaking, the plan has 
been successful. Drawing has been taught to some ex-~ 
tent in all schools. A distinct attempt has been made 
in at least two schools to motivate all the work ‘of the 
school,that is, to make the pupils want to do it. Enjoy- 
able entertainments have been prepared both this year 
and last by nearly all of the teachers, serving to com- 
memorate the lives of great men, and used as a valuable 
means of education. Standard scales of attainment in 
hand writing are used throughout the district to en- 
courage the pupils to do better work in that subject. 
A similar set of standards in spelling is in use. Nearly 
all of the pupils can more than pass the test for their 
erades. It is now possible to ascertain by standard 
reading tests just how much of the author’s thought a 
pupil gets from the printed page. ‘These tests were 
used last year, and will be employed again this year 
Hot lunches in some form have been enjoyed by all the 
pupils of the district who wished them. This part of the 
daily program has been used efficiently by one teacher 
as an educational training. 


I said in my report last year that the private initiative 
of some teachers had shown them to be unusually in- 
terested in their work. ‘The same statement is true this 
year. A teacher for every school who is proud of her 
profession and constantly requires of herself better 
work in fundamentals, better knowledge of and sym- 
pathy with children and a better acquaintance with the 
parents is our aim. I can report that the members of 
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our present staff of teachers fall within the class just 
described, and, while they cannot be, said to proceed 
with the same speed and accuracy toward their ideals, 
they all have the ideals and are moving toward them. 


The buildings are in a good state of repair. All the 
school rooms have been made more attractive and use- 
ful by the removal of the teachers’ platform. In one 
or two cases, teachers have made their rooms still more 
attractive by home like housekeeping. Excellent work 
was done on the new toilets and sheds of two buildings, 
and in rearranging the windows in one of them. The 
school house at Stratham Hill is particularly exposed to 
cold winds, and the room is particularly difficult to heat. 
I believe the stove now used would be adequate if it 
were jacketed and placed on the west side or in the 
northwest corner of the room. I recommend that such 
a change be made if it seems to the Board to be ad- 
visable. It would seem economical to paint the Plains 
School house both inside and out. The school room 
would certainly be more attractive and sanitary if the 
ceilings and walls could be thoroughly cleaned and 
painted. : 


I take this occasion to urge the formation by interest- 
ed citizens of a Parent-Teachers Association. I believe 
that many more parents ought to visit our schools and 
become familiar with the buildings, the teachers and 
the work of the school. I note with pleasure how 
generously all the teachers of Stratham are welcomed 
into social organizations and at public gatherings, and it 
is fine to see that they feel the responsibility of citizen- 
ship in the town. ‘To make more effective this good 
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fellowship in the education of our boys and girls, [ 
strongly urge that many more citizens visit the schools. 

In closing, I wish to express my thanks for your 
hearty and constant expressions of interest in our 
common work.
